He filled sheet after 


sheet of foolscap. Early in the morning 
he lay down on a cot but slept only an 
hour, and was then up again and kept 
busy writing till court time. 


Before he was brought into court 


Holmes and his latest wife, Mrs. Howard, 
as she is known, had a short interview. 
When court began the prisoner asked 
that he be granted some further privileges 
in the way of books, etc., to enable him 
to conduct the case. He also complained 
of lack of counsel. 


MORE DROUTH SUFFERING. 


Only a Foot! of Water in the Ohio River 


at Pittsburg. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


PITTSBTJKG, Pa., Oct. 29.—Along the 


river front here it is predicted there will 
be no rise in the river this fall, and 30,000 ~ 
000 bushels o.' coal now lying in the harbor 
cannot be moved until next spring, when 
the annual freshet will float it out. 
There is less than a foot of water 
in the Ohio river, and that great 
artery of traffic is like a stagnant 
mill-pond. Navigation except ia skiffs 
and flat boats is entirely suspended. It is 
said the earth about this section is per- 
fectly dry to a depth of eighteen feet. 
The loss'to farmers and manufacturers is 
immense, and the amount of sickness duo 
to bad weather is appalling.

THE LODGING HOUSE. 


Already Doing Business Though Not Yet 


All Complete. 


The lodging house on Marshall street is 


now ready to receive lodgers, although 
there is still some work to t>e done to com- 
plete all the arrangements. Several men 
have already been fed and two were kept 
over Sunday, one paying cash, for his ac- 
commodation and the other paying in 
labor. One day a carpenter in destitute 
circumstances applied for aid and asked 
Mr. Allen if he could not give him some- 
thing to do in the line of carpenter work. 
Mr. Allen told him he could not, and then 
the fellow asked for any kind of work. 
Mr. Allen set him to scrubbing the lodg- 
ing house and by that kind of work the 
man paid for what he had. 


A feature of this work whiclvonght to 


be appreciated by charitable people is the 
ticket system. There are many who dis- 
like to turn people away from their doors 
unfed, and at the same time they do not 
like to encourage tramping by their acts 
of charity. Those who are willing to help 
the deserving and who desire to expose 
the vicious or criminal will find in the 
ticket system an admirable means. Seven

cun buy these tickets ^and give them to 
beggars instead .of fooif or money, and at 
the lodging house the tickets will be 
honored. But these tickets should be 
given only in return %r labor of some 
kind. Another class of tickets will be 
sold at the rate of fourteen for $1, but 
holders of these will have to pay for one- 
half of their accommodations in work. 


The beds are clean arid comfortable and 


the meals, though plain and inexpensive, 
will be substantial. Although the accom- 
modations at the lodging house will cost 
tut little, that little will have to be paid. 
No man will be cared for without pay 
either in money or work. With such an 
institution in running order no one need 
feel that he is doing an unkind act 
when he sends to it those who ask for 
alms instead of feeding them at his home. 
Here they will have a chance to pay their 
way, and with such an opportunity they 
have no right to ask for more. It is to 
be hoped that all the people will co- 
operate in this enterprise and give the 
experiment a fair trial. 


There has been some response to the 


call for old dishes, etc., but more are 
needed and would be thankfully received 
from any quarter. Contributions of books 
and mtigazines are also solicited.

French Statesmen Have "Compro- 


mised Honor and Dignity." 


Ministry Compelled to Step 


Out of Office. 


Government's Defeat Not Surprising In Viow 


ol Sweeping Charges. 


PAIUS, Oct. 29.—Tho ministry which 


was formed on Jan. 26 by M. Ribot after 
the fall of tho Dupuy ministry resigned 
yesterday, as a result of a government de- 
feat during the debate on the Southern 
railway scandal. It was composed of tho 
following members: 


M. Bibot, prime minister < and minister 


of 
finance; 
M. Hanotauz, minister of 


foreign affairs; General Zurlingcler, minis- 
ter of war; Admiral Besnard, minister of 
marine; M. Trnrleni, minister of justice; 
M. Leygnes, minister of interior; M. Poln- 
carre, minister of public Instruction and 
worship; M. Dupny-Dutemps, minister of 
public works; M. Lobou, minister of com- 
merce; SI. Goduud, minister of agricul- 
ture; M. Chautemps, minister of tho 
colonies. 


How It Was Bronght Aboot. 


M. Rouanet, who has been prominent 


in exposing: those who were connected 
with the Panama canal and Southern rail- 
road syndicates yesterday, questioned the 
grovernment 
regarding the 
South of 


France railroad scandal, it being alleged 
that u number of senators, deputies and 
others have made largo profits out of the 
•company by fair or uufali means. 


He declared that the good repute of par- 


liament was involved and asked for ex- 
planations us to tho partiality which had 
been shown toward those involved in the 
scandals, claiming that the authorities 
had been afraid to prosecute them because 
tho deputies and senators involved with 
the late Baron Kcinach of Panama canal 
fiinie hud disposed of 8,830,000 francs in 
devious ways, and on behalf of the south- 
ern railways he demanded that the minis- 
ter of justice, M. Trarieux, publish tho 
documents in the case, which wore in his 
possession, and which would throw light 
on the subject. 


M. Binder then charged the minister of 


justice with culpable leniency, and de- 
manded that tho guilty parties bo pun- 
ished. 


M. Trarieux replied, denying that ho 


had long had in his possession documents 
which required tho arrest, of Edmond 
Magnior, ex-senator and recently editor- 
in-chief of The Eyenement, who was 
recently sentenced to a- term of imprison- 
ment for having received part of the prof- 
its of tho syndicate. 
Continuing, the 


minister of justice said that whenever tho 
government believed it had incriminating 
evidence it had prosecuted the parties in- 
volved. No deputy, he added, was in- 
cluded among the guilty parties. 


Amid continual Radical interruptions, 


M. Trarieux managed to say, in addition, 
that several names were known to the 
government as having figured in the re- 
port of the expert, M. Flory, the official 
accountant, who made an inquiry into 
the finances of the South of France rail- 
road. He was interrupted by 


Excited Cries of "Nainei." 


In reply, M. Trarieux said: "Rouvier, 


Jules Boche, Etienne, Deloncle, Bardoux 
and others." When he was able to make 
himself heard, the minister of justice 
added that the majority of those whoso 
names had been mentioned had explained 
their position, and he concluded with the 
remark: "The chamber now knows the 
truth, and if parliament considers its 
dignity and honor compromised, the gov- 
ernment will join tho chamber in voting 
for repressive measures, and in the face of 
these explanations asks tho chamber for a 
vote of confidence." 


The order of the day, pure and simple, 


was submitted to the chamber, and re- 
jected by a vote of 408 to 105. 


Si. Haborts then moved that the cham- 


ber agrse to prohibit members of parlia- 
ment from joining in financial syndi- 
cates. The motion was accepted by Pre- 
mier Ribot, and was adopted unanimously. 


Later M. Bouauet submitted a motion 


demanding that full light be thrown upon 
the South of France railroad scandals, 
asking the government to prosecute all 
those who have been found to be impli- 
cated in them, and submit to the chamber 
the report ot tho expert who inquired into 
the finances of the company. 


M. Ribot thereupon said it was useless 


to submit the expert's report, and as to the 
prosecutions, he added, the work of justico 
had been accomplished and could not be 
reopened. 


M. Bonnet's motion, asking for an ex- 


planation as to the partiality which had 
been shown toward those involved in tin; 
scandals, claiming That the authorities 
h:wl been afraid to prosecute them, and 
demanding that the minister of justice 
publish the documents in tho case which 
were in his possession, was then adopted 
by a vote of 275 to lilli. 


After the adoption of this motion the 


ministers left the chamber of deputies in a 
body, amid ironical Radical cheers, and 
weiit to the ElyM>« palace, where thoy 
handed In their resignations to President 
Faure, who accepted them.
